POULTffYTAXATION LAW 

New Law Pra<ftieally Exemiitx Chick, 
ens Kroni AH Taxation .tlthonirh 
Report lo Cmitrary Is rirrnlnted. 

There seems to he a Keneral misun- 
derstandlnK of the chicken taxation 
law passed hy tlie last IjORialature. 
Many people lunc paltiered the idea 
that the measure provides a tax of ten 
cents npon each chicken In the state 
when, as a matter of fact, the law- 
provides nothing of the sort. 

The new law iloes provide lhat 
twenly-nve chicki iis for each family 
In the slate shall he exempt from all 
taxation and thai on .ol iliiil»ens over 
the first twenty-five there shall be a 
tax of. ten cents on each one-hundred 
dollars woi;»h of chickens. It can he 
readily seen lhat this law In fact, prac- 
tically exempts chtckons from all taxn 
Btion as there is probably no farmer 
in (he state of Kentucky who has one- 
hnndred dollars worth of chickens 
above the twenty-five head unless he 
Is a breeder of hiRh class stock. 

There ha« been much discusaion of 
this law throughout the atate and 
every farmer In the atate ahould un- 
derstand Ita provision thorouRhly.

Quite a niinilier of local people have 
suggested a curb market as one plan 
lo assist In the reduction of the high 
cost of living In Maysvilie during this 
spring and summer and the matter 
will prohnbly be brought to the atten- 
tion of the City Council at Its next 
meeting. It In understood that several 
of the members of Council favor the 
plan and if Council acts favorably on 
the proposition a special effort will be 
made to have farmers and truck gar- 
dener* bring their produce to the 
city on designated days to be offered 
for sale direct to the conaumera. 

It is pointed out by those who are at 
the head of the movement, that this 
curb market would have quite a ten- 
dency to reduce the high cost of liv- 
ing in Maysvilie removing tlie middle 
man's profit to a large degree. It is 
also pointed out tKitt producers at 
present have a right to sell their pro- 
ducts to conaumers In the olty but 
that this peddling of farm products, is 
scattered about the city and the offi- 
cial designation of certain atreeta for 
I ertaln days as a curb market district 
would bring all such producers' to- 
gether BO they could be eaally reach- 
ed by tbeNconaumers. 

Such a move as this, should It he 
approved by the City Council, mlgiit 
lead to the re-eatabllahment of an of- 
flelnl market house In Maysvilie some- 
time in the future.
